Most of Them the Product of 
~ Oheap German Labor. 
re 
Why the United States Can Not Make the 
Cheaper Kinds of Playthings—All About 
Dolls, Toy Locomotives, Ten-Cent 
Watches and Other Trifles. 


“Of the dolls sold in America,’”’ said a 


prominent wholesale dealer in toys to a: 


New York Times man, “nine-tenths come 
from Germany. Of these a large propor- 
tion are made in one little place, Sonne- 
berg, a town of about ten thousand inhabit- 
antsin Thuringen. Almost the entire in- 
dustry of this place is confined to the man- 


ufacture of dolls. The inhabitants are very. 


poor people and are brought up to doll-mak- 


ing. 

‘‘Before it is completed a doll passes 
through many hands. The heads, hands 
and feet are made by one person, the-body 
by another, the hair is fixed on by another, 
and the face is painted by two other differ- 
ent people, one doing the rough work and 
the second the finishing touches. The cloth- 
ing is made by another person and the 
dresses’ are put on by still another. All 
this labor is done at such starvation prices 
that Americans can not compete in the man- 
ufacture, although the duty for importation 
is thirty-five per cent. 

“To this town of Sonneberg there come 
every year a large number of buyers from 
allover the world. I go there myself and 
never fail to meet ai least a score of Ameri- 
cans engaged in the same business. There 
are at least 500 different kinds of dolls, and 
the variety is remarkable. The French in- 
vent many of the most attractive, but the 
Germans copy them so cheaply that the 
world’s buyers go to the latter for their 
stock. For the manufacture of fine dress 
dolis the French still hold the lead by long 
odds. Itis onlyin the cheaper goods that 
the Germans outspeed them. England fur- 
nishes very few dolls, and I can now recall 
only one kind that is distinctly English—the 
English rag doll, which is made wholly of 
rags, even to the face, the eyes being sewed 
on. Thereare French walking dolls, smok- 
ing men and other automatic figures, but 
these do not really -belong to the family of 
dolls. They are mechanical figures, too in- 
tricate in their mechanism to be classed as 
mere dolis. Of the rubber dolls fully one- 
half are made in America, where any thing 
that is machine made prospers to the ex- 
clusion of imported stuffs. 


‘The price of dolls ranges from 1 cent to_ 


$50, but the most popular are those that sell 
for 25 cents, 50 cents and $1, although 
there has been a great run recently on 5- 
cent and 10-cent dolls. 

“ As with dolls, soit is with other toys. 
The most of them come from Germany, 
where they are made very cheaply. This 
same town of Sonneberg furnishes many of 
them, but more come from Nuremberg and 
small towns inits vicinity. It is in this dis- 
trict that magnetic toys, swords, guns, 
trumpets, horns, woolly sheep, jumping- 
jacks, monkeys on sticks, jacks in the box 
and ingenious mechanical toys are made. 
The carved wooden toys come principally 
from the Bavarian highlands, but they are 
brought to Nuremberg to be sold. The 
cheaper grades of wooden toys are made in 
poorer Saxony and comprise cheap arks and 
sets of furniture. 

“How cheaply they make these things you 
can judge from this instance. Here is a 
toy of furniture consisting of three chairs, 
a bureau; a table, a sofa and a mirror, care- 
fully done up in a substantial pasteboard 
box. Now, after having paid 35 per cent. 
duty and having allowed 20 per cent. for 


freight and other expenses, we sell such 
furniture sets at 75 cents per dozen and 
make a reasonable profit. You can hgure 
out the original cost if you choose. 

‘*Porcelain toys—tea sets and things of 
that sort—are also made very cheaply, the 
waste places in the potteries being filled up 
with their molds without mucn additional 
cost. . Toy horses, cows, elephants, cats, 
dogs, lions, tigers and all kinds of animals 
are made largely in the German prisons. 
Many of these are ingenious novelties, being 
so constructed as to be able to move heads 
andemit a noise resembling more or less 
the natural cries of each animal. The retail 
price of these tovs runs from 50 cents to &0, 
according to size and perfection. We solda 
toy horse the other day for $50 about the 
same time areal racer was disposed of at 
auction up-town for a much less sum. 

“Of the wooden toys fully one-half are 
made in America. They include A B C 
blocks, building blocks and games, and are 
easily turned out by machinery. Iron toys 
are also made largely here, and so are tin 
toys. The tin for the latter is imported 
from Europe, and when the toys are finished 
they are exported for the European market. 
The majority of the rubber toys come from 
France, chiefly from Paris, although the 
manufacture of this line of playthings is 
constantly increasing in America,and the 
American ruber toys are really the best,to 
be had. The reason that America has not 
taken the lead in the manufacture of rubber 
toys is found in the fact thatthe demand 
for other rubber goods is so greatas to 
shut out toys. Toy watches are largely 
made in France and are remarkably cheap. 
We sell watches with chains, charms and 
movable hands for 35 cents per dozen, after 
having allowed for duty and freight. 

“Of the standard @s the best chess- 
men come from England; backgammon and 
checkers are made almost altogether in 
America; bone dominos, dice and the 
cheaper grades of gg come from France; 
toy printing presses, locomotives and ail 
that line of goods are domestic. Toy print 
ing presses were furnished formerly ab 


‘most wholly by the Germans, but latterly 


the Americans have superseded their Teu- 
tonic brethren in thisindustry. In educa 
tional toys America leads the world, and ex-

LADIES LOSING WATCHES. 


An Investigating Reporter Tells Where 
They Should Wear Them. 

Going into some of the large Stores up 
town one may notice that many of the 
young women behind the counters who are 
so fortunate as to possess watches have the 
rings at the stems of their time-pieces 
drawn through holes in their ,erseys and 
fastened down securely by a button, so that 
a watch could not be removed without quite 
an effort, and certainly not without its 
wearer knowing aboutit. This isa scheme 
of wearing a watch that has gone into fash- 
ion in the stores, and it has a substantial 
and sensible basis. Recently a great many 
watches have been stolen or lost, and in the 
lost and tound columns of the Herald a 
larger number than usual have been report 
ed. From the smail number reported as 
found compared with the large number re- 
ported as lost, it 1s apparent that either the 
honesty of the people who have been finding 
watches on the curbstones lately is ata very 
low standard, or else the watches were 
really not lost in the sense intended by the 
advertisers, but stolen. It has been quite 
fashionable for ladies, especially for those 
engaged in thestores, to wear their watch 
es in their bosoms, with fob chains hang- 
ing out of the button-holes or their jerseys. 

‘In most of the cases where watches have 
been lost the wearers had grown careless, 
and to save time and to have the time- 
pieces as available as men have theirs. 
they had just tucked them in between their 
corset covers and the corsets, instead of 
inside the corsets as most ladies, itis be- 
lieved, do. Thus worn, they were an invi- 
tation toa pickpocket, and in the crowds 
on the horse-cars and ferries just after 
the closing hours of the stores it was an 
easy matter for an expert thief to makea 
‘haul.’? A lady who lives at the other end 
of Beacon street had the misfortune to find 
a watch on one of the streets down town 
the other day, and she advertised it in the 
Herald. The applicants who called right 
away after the appearance of the advertise- 
ment Were so pumerous that it was a per- 
son’s work to attendthe door. The lady 
was surprised that so many people could 
have lost watches. The police will say 
that there are no thieves in the city—they

NATURAL COWARDICE. 


Colonel Dudley Tells the Story of a Sol- 
dier Afflicted with It.

A Frightful Coilision. 

Los An@eLes, April 9.—A_ west- 
bound overland passenger train on the 
Atlantic & Pacific arrived many hours 
late, having been in collision on Sun- 
day. morning with an east-bound train 
near Peach Springs, Arizona, one hun- 
dred and nine miles beyond the Nee- 
dies. The trains, which were drawn 
by two engines each, met on a sharp 
curve on a high embankment and 
came together with a fearful crash, 
demolishing the engines and throwing 
them down the bank into the 
stream, carrying three or four 
cars with them. One_ engineer 


jumped on the wrong side and

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Destructive Storm. 

Bauttmore, April 9. — The storm 
which raged at Baltimore with severity 
on Saturday swept over the lower 
Chesapeake, and was most disastrous 
to shipping. Over adozen seamen lost 
their lives, and thirty or forty vessels 
were wrecked. Reports of disasters to 
shipping and loss of life continue to 
come in by the arriving vessels and 
special dispatches. 

The steamer West Moreland, which 
reached here this morning from Pa- 
tuxen river, Captain Gourley, reports 
that the schooner W. B. Snow started 
out of Patuxen on Saturday for Balti- 
more, and her stern with her main 
mast floated ashore on Sunday at 
Millstone creek. A body, supposed to 
be one of the Snow’s crew, was found 
on the beach, and it is feared the en- 
tire crew is lost. The steamer Sue, 
which arrived this morning from the 
Potomac river brought the news of the 
severest storm ever known in Southern 
Maryland. Many vessels were sunk.

THE INQUEST. 


’ What Was Brought to light To- 
Day -The Verdict of the Jury. 


After the Gazgrrr’s press Lour yes- 
terday the following witnesses were 
examined to inquite into the cause 
of the death of Harry Wilson and J. 
H. Mysegades : 

GEO. L. LAUGHTON SWORN. 

I reside at Laughton’s Springs. I 
was on my place at the springs on the 
4th. I saw the two trains collide on 
that day. [It was just 11 o’clock by 
iny time, but should judge it was 
about 10:30 by the correct time. Was 
about one-fourth of a mile on the op- 
posite side of the river from the trains. 
I heard the train going east whistle 
three or four times. The west-bound 
train was running at a low rate of 
speed and appeared to be pulling a 
very heavy load. The train running 
east seemed to be going at a lower 
rate of speed than the one going west. 
I think my time was twenty-five min- 
utes fast three days before, so don’t 
know how much fast it was. I heard 
the engineer on the west-bound train 
say that train 10 was running about 
eight miles an hour. I heard some 
one say it was 10:50 when the collision 
occurred. 

R. L. STITT SWORN, 

I was at Laughton’s ranch on the 
forenoon of the 4th looking after some 
stock ; was about 350 yards from the 
wreck when it occurred. I fi Ww 
No. 9 about two miles west of where 


the collision occurred. She was run- 
ning pretty fast. The train ran very 
fast for one and one-half miles. She 
was within about half a mile of the 
swith when she began to slow up. 
She whistled several times after she 

to slow down. Don’t think 
train No. 9 was running more than six 
or seven miles an hour when she 
struck. No. 10 was was running a 
little bit faster than No. 9 when they 
came together. I saw a man run 
back from the engine of the west- 
bound train and climb up on a box- 
car. I asked the engineer of the west- 
bound train what caused the collision 
and he said that train No. 9 was one 
minute behind time. 

JOHN FLAHIFF, 

Sworn: Was the hind brakeman on 
train No. 9 the morning of the 4th of 
April. We broke in two on the 25 
mile hill, about three miles west of 
Laughton’s. I took a pin and link 
and went ahead to make the coupling. 


From the time we stopped until we 
started I don’t suppose it was two 
minutes. ‘We probably lost five min- 
utes by breaking in two—what I mean 
by that is we could have got to Laugh- 


 ton’s five minutes sooner if we had 


not broke loose. We were running 
about twenty miles an hour when we 
breke in two; I was in the caboose at 
the time of the collision. I did not 
notice anything about the time, for I 
was too excited. I heard my conduc- 
tor say that No. 10 was pulling out 
before the time was up. When I went 
forward I met the condactor, and he 
inquired for Ike Cross, who was miss- 
ing, and we started to find him, and 
found him sitting in the water ditch 
below the track. Train No. 10 is due 
at Laughton’s at 10:45, and she meets 
No. 9 there. She waits there five min- 
utes over time to allow for the varia- 
tion of watches. The man that is 
running train 10 gets his time at Wads- 
worth, and the man — train 9 
gets his time at Truckee. It is not 
the custom for train 9 torun to Laugh- 
ton’s on the time allowed for the var- 
iation of watches; they are not sup- 

to use that time. The custom 
is to flag in when we don’t make a 
meeting point without using the var- 
iation. If | were running a train my- 
self I would not use any of the five 
minutes allowed for variation, for it is 
against the rules. 

FRANK L. TURKEL, 

Sworn: Says he is the operator at 
Truckee; that he was on duty at the 
Truckee telegraph office on the 4th of 
April, and noticed that there was 


trouble with the wires at 10:48 by the 
clock in my. office. My office is a 
division office, and I am required to 
notify the circuit manager at Sacra- 
mento of any trouble with the wires. 

I have charge of the clock at Truckee, 

and take the time daily and correct 
the clock whenever it is necessary. 

We don’t allow the clock to vary more 
than fifteen or twenty seconds, or half 
a minute at the farthest, than we 
change it. I never have heard any 
complaint among the engineers or con- 
ductors about the clock not being cor- 
rect. The Truckee clock is considered 
a reliable timekeeper; it is the best 
clock on the division. Conductor 
Clark had no conversation with me on 
the morning of the 4th, further than to 
ask for compare his time. 
I never beard Conductor Coats com- 
plain about the difference in time be- 
tween my clock and that at Wads- 
worth, never heard any complaint 
from any of the conductors about the 
time at Truckee not being correct. 
From the manner in which the wires 
acted I am satisfied in my own mind 
that 10:48 was the time of the col- 


G. J. PERKINS, 
Sworn: Was the engineer on engine 
No. 78, pulling train No. 10, going 
west, on the 4th of April. We left

I first saw the engine of No, 9 
coming round the curve of us. 
We were two thirds of a train leagth 
t the west switch when I first saw 

ao a 
brakes, and at the same time put on 
the air, shut off the engine and shvut- 
ed to the fireman and brakeman and 
said: ‘‘ For God’s sake get off; they 
are going to strike.’’ At the time I 
shouted to the fireman and brakeman 
to get off they both gent down in 
the gangway, and I supposed thev 
jumped off. I also jumped down in 
the gangway to get off, and they were 
out of sight. Then I jumped off, for 
they had plenty of time to get off 
while I was applying the brakes and 
blowing the whistle. I jumped off on 
the inside curve and started up the 
bank. I ran a few steps, looking back, 
until I fell over a big rock and laid 
there for an instant. As soon as the 
steam cleared away, so I could see, I 
ran ahead to compare time with the 
conductor and engineer of the other 
train. I took my watch and compared 
it with his ; there was not a quarter of a 
minute difference between my watch 
and the conductor’s of the other train ; 
it was very nearly 10:54 at the time. 
When we compared watches [ said to 
Clarke ‘‘what in the name of God are 
you trying to do,’’ and his reply was, 
‘this is a fearful thing.’”’ I then got 
up on the engine and said to the engi- 
neer, ‘‘Jack what time have you got.’’ 
Jack pulled out his watch and com- 
pared it with mine, and I was 10:54 
and his was 10:53—his was just a 
minute slow. I said to him, “Jack, 
your watch is a minute slow, for I am 
satisfied mine was right this morning.”’ 
And I said, ‘‘ But that won’t save you. 
What in the name of God are you 
doing here?’ And he said, *‘ My 
God! I thought I could make it.’’ 
The fireman in the meantime had got 
up,.on the engine again. I simply 
said to the fireman, ‘‘ Get some water 


and bathe the engineer’s head; he 


was bleeding badly. Then I jumped 
down off the engine again and went 
back to where my engine was arg 
and met Conductor Patten, who h 
just come up from the hind end. He 
asked if any one was hurt. I told him 
I guessed not, that I thought that the 
boys both got off, and we started back 
a few steps further and saw the re- 
mains of my fireman alongside of the 
cylinder. I said to him ‘‘My God! 
my boy, too, is killed!’ He said then 
“For God’s sake, where is my boy,’’ 
and started back to go on the other 
side of the wreck to look for him. 
Just then some one came from the 
rear of No. 9 and said there was a man 
lying in the smokestack, ‘‘Who is 
that?’’ I looked up and saw it was 
the brakeman, and said let’s get him 
down. In the meantime Patten had 
returned and we got up and took him 
down. In picking up the fireman we 
discovered that he had one arm and a 
leg gone. His head was crushed so 
that all that was left was a little tuft of 
hair. His chest was badly crushed. 
After getting the fireman out I went 
on the other side of the engine and 
found a foot and a portion of the leg 
down the side of the bank twenty feet 
or so from the body, aud the head and 
arm were found in the wagon road be- 
low. The full name of my fireman 
was J. H. Mysegades. I think he was | 
about 23 years of age and born in Ger- | 
many. est bound trains have a 
right to the track until they are 
twenty-five minutes late. For in- 
stance, No. 10, going west, would have 
right of track to Laughton’s until 
11:10 and then No. 9, going east, 
would have no right to leave Laugh- 
ton’s till 12:15, as they would have to 
wait five minutes for variation of 
watches. There is a rule of the com- 
pany that prohibits the use of the va- 
riation. I never think of using that 
five minutes unless it is on a straight 
track where I can doit with safety, 
otherwise I should send out a flag 
ahead. I calculated at the time 
massed the west switch that I was giv- 
ing them fully a minute and a half 
after allowing for the variation. I 
consider myself as entirely guiltless in 
the matter of the collision. I think I 
have heard some of the boys speak of 
the Truckee clock not being reliable. 
I did not receive bese f signal from the 
conductor to go ahead; as we did not 
stop there, there was no necessity for 
any signal. When. my engine was at 
the west switch I could see about 200 
yards. It was one and a half or two 
minutes after we struck that I com- 
red my watch with conductor Clark. 
did not compare my watch with the 
engine clock on train No.9. I com- 
pared my watch with my conductor, 
and think we were near enough to- 
gether for all practical purposes. After 
the wrecking crew came from Wads- 
worth, one of the machinists hallooed 
to me and says, “‘ Perk, here is your 
clock,’’ and called my attention to the 
fact that it stopped at 10:5144. We 
were all some excited. I heard noth- 
ing from No. 9’s crew about our being 
to blame. Conductor Clark told me 
that he told Cross, the head brakeman, 
to cut off and flagin. I have known 
trainmen to make use of the five min- 
utes. variation on several occasions. 
The rules of the company are that 
neither party shall use it. It takes 
No. 9 six or seven minutes to make its 
run from the top of the twenty-five 
mile hill to Laughton’s from dead stop. 
It is nearly three miles from the top of 
the bill to Laughton’s. I do not con- 
sider the approach to Laughton’s a 
clear track; it is a very bad place. 
No. 9 has no time card rights west of 
Laughton’s switch between 10:45 and 
11:10.

I never consid- 
ered the Truckee clock as reliable as 
the division clock at Wadsworth, and 
our instructions were to be guided by 
the division clock. You must not use 
the variation to run on; that is 
the rule of thé company. Engineers nor 
conductors do not use it on this 
road. When they do use it when in 
an obscure place they always flag. 
There is a positive rule of the road 
that prohibits the running of trains on 
the five minutes allowed for the varia- 
tion of watches. I did not signal my 
engineer to proceed at Laughton’s. 
the time was up he would not have 
stopped with but a signal from me. I 
am satisfied that the five minutes was 
up when we the west switch. 
It’s all of a mile a et gig Z frog 
the top of the 25-mile hill to Laugh- 
ton’s. It would take six or seven 
minutes for No. 9 to run from the top 
of the 25-mile hill to Laughton’s.

When I 
compared my time with that of Con- 
ductor OClark’s I found. Clark between 
four and five minutes slower than my 
watch. We compared watches as 
soon as the coach got back to the 
wreck after bringing the bodies down 
to Reno. It was two and one-half 
hours after the collision. 


W. B. PHILLIPS, 


Sworn: Conductor Clark, in answer 
to a question by the train dispatcher 
at Wadsworth, said that he was com- 
ing in sight on his rights, and that 
No. 10 was pulling out a minute or 
two ahead of time. I heard him say 
that it was about 10:49 when he was 
pulling in at Laughton's. 

JOHN LEACH, 


Sworn: I was the hind brakeman on 
train No. 10 on the morning of the 4th. 
When the engine went over the east 
switch it was 10:50 by my watch. 
When they struck I looked at my 
watch and it was 10:52. I compared 
my time then with Patten, and they 
were the same. I saw No. 9 coming 
around the curve and, jumped down 
and told Patten that they were into us. 
Patten looked at his watch immedi- 
ately after and said it was 10:52, andl 
said I had the same. I then went 
back with a and some torpedoes to 
protect the hind end. I heard Patten 
and Clark talking about it up there at 
the wreck. I could not say what time 
it was, but it was before the remains 
were brought down to Reno.

Sworn: I am section foreman on this 
division, and was at a point about one 
mile above or west of where the col- 
lision occurred.

I take my time at Verdi oc- 
casionally. I have not changed it 
since the collision. [In answer to the 
question of what time he had now, he 
answered 1:4444, and Superintendent 
Whited’s. watch showed 1:46, so he 
must have been very ey cor- 
rect, Editor GazreTte.]
